Of course, the Federal Government cannot and should not 
take any action which might be construed as approving or 
guaranteeing that newly issued securities are sound in the 
sense that their value will be maintained or that the properties 
which they represent will earn profit. 

There is, however, an obligation upon us to insist that 
every issue of new securities to be sold in interstate commerce 
shall be accompanied by full publicity and information, and 
that no essentially important element attending the issue shall 
be concealed from the buying public. 

This proposal adds to the ancient rule of caveat emptor, 
the further doctrine “let the seller also beware.” 

It puts the burden of telling the whole truth on the seller. 

It should give impetus to honest dealing in securities and 
thereby bring back public confidence. 

The purpose of the legislation I suggest is to protect the 
public with the least possible interference to honest business.

REPEAL CONVENTION 
BILL PASSES SENATE 


Weeks Measure Sets Up Ma- 
chinery for Electing 68 
Delegates in State.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 29.— 
The Weeks bill setting up the ma- 
chinery for a Missouri convention 
to act on ratification of repeal of 
the eighteenth amendment was 
passed in the Senate this after- 
noon with only one dissenting vote. 
A minor amendment will reqcuire 
that the bill go back to the House 
for concurrence. 

The convention will consist of 68 
delegates, two from each State Sen- 
atorial district, and it will act in 
accordance with instructions re- 
ceived at a State-wide election. AL 
the delegates will either be for or 
against repeal. 

The date of the convention wiil 
be fixed by Gov. Park and it will be 
possible for it to convene in Sep- 
tember. 

In accordance with the provisions 
of the act, the Governor will cal) 
mass meetings in each voting pre- 
cinct in the State. In St. Louis and 
Kansas City precinct mass meet- 
ings will elect delegates to Sena- 
torial district conventions. In che 
remainder of the State the mass 
meetings will elect delegates to 
county conventions and they in 
turn will elect delegates to sena- 
torial district conventions. The dis- 
trict conventions will select dele- 
gates to the State conventions. 

The successful delegates will be 
decided by a State-wide vote, but 
their names will not appear on the 
ballot, which will contain two prop- 
ositions: For delegates favoring the 
adoption of the repeal amendment, 
and for delegates opposing adoption 
of the amendment. The names of 
the two. Sets of delegates will be on 
file in the office of the Secretary 
of State. If the vote favors repeal, 
delegates favoring repeal will con- 
stitute the convention. If the vote 
is against repeal, the anti-repeal 
delegates will constitute the con- 
vention. 

In the precinct mass meetings 
the wets and drys will separate 
into two groups and each will 
choose delegates to the county con- 
vention, or in St. Louis and Kan- 
sas City, to the district convention. 
Outside the two cities the wets 
and drys will, divide into two 
groups at the county conventions 
and each will elect delegates to the 
district convention. 

The same system will be followed 
in the district conventions. There 
will be two groups in each, each 
group choosing two delegates to the 
State convention. 

There is no provision in the bill 
limiting the time wifhin which the 
Governor must call the mass meet- 
and the election, the only lim- 
itation being that the _ election 
must not be within 90 days of any 
other general State election or pri- 
mary.

The amount now delinquent for 
1932, $7,946,643, is 24 per cent of the 
tax levy for last year, which was 
$32,648,686. Of the amount delin- 
quent $6,848,930 is in real ¢éstate 
taxes, representing 44,600 parcels of 
real estate, and $543,546 is in per- 
sonal property taxes, due from an 
estimated 74,500 taxpayers. 


The Collector's office has no fig-' 


ures to show the number of per-' 


sonal property tax bills issued, as 
they are combined with the rea 
estate bills. In addition to the realty 
and personal delinquency for last 
year, utilities—chiefly the Public 
Service Co.—owe $554,167. 

A year ago, the delinquency on 
1931 taxes was: Realty, $5,917,916: 
personal, $517,038; utilities, $12,887; 
total, $6,447,841.93 . 

A year ago, with a tax levy of 
$35,916,235 for 1931, the delinquency 
in that year’s taxes was 17 per cent, 
as compared with the present 24 
per cent for 1932. 

Of the $7,935,805 now delinquent 
for 1931 and previous years, $5,486,- 
786 is real estate taxes, and §$2,- 
449,019 is due on personal property. 
Real estate taxes are usually col- 
lected ultimately, but an increas- 
ing amount of personal tax bills 
proves uncollectable. 

74,500 Delinquent on Personalty. 

George Neville, cashier of Collec- 
tor Koeln’s office, said that the es- 
timated number of 74,500 delinquent 
on personal tax bills was the high- 
est on record, and that the number 
of delinquent parcels of real estate, 
44,600, was about 7000 larger than 
last year. As many persons pay 
taxes on more than one parcel of 
realty, the number of delinquent 
realty owners is not shown. The 
assessor last year issued 190,191 
bills, many of them combining real 
estate and personal taxes. 


House Passes Bill Abating Penal- 
ties on Delinquent Taxes. 
to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, March 29.— 
A bill providing for abatement of 
all penalties on delinquent taxes, 
provided the taxes are paid by June 
31, was passed by the House today. 
Since it has been passed by the 
Senate, it will be sent to the Gover- 
nor for signature. 

The measure provides that pen- 
alties on all taxes delinquent on 
Jan. 1 last, will not be enforced if 
the taxes are paid by. the last of 
June, that 75 per cent of penalties 
will be abated if taxes are paid by 
Aug. 31; 50 per cent if paid by Oct. 
81, and 25 per ecnt if paid by Dec. 
31. The bill will not be in effect 
after Jan. 1, next, and all penalties 
will be enforced then. 

The proposal is intended to in- 
crease revenue. It was introduced 
by Senators Shotwell of St. Louis 
County, Haymes of Springfield and 
Crouse of St. Joseph. 


NO MONEY, NO EXECUTION 
Arkansas Negro Gets Stay Becaus 
Press. — 

ROCK, Ark., March 29 
—Woody Williams, Negro, was to 
be executed yesterday for killing a 
grocer’s clerk. Authorities, how- 
ever, found that a recent law had 
ordered the electric chair moved 
from the penitentiary here to the 
Tucker State Prison Farm.

The Streets Committee of the

The widening has been 
done from Washington avenue to 
O’Falion street and the plan calls 
for connection with Natural Bridge 
avenue at Palm street. 
Crowd Jams the Chamber. 

Many small home owners were 
in the group urging repeal, which 
jammed the floor and gallery of 
the aldermanic chamber. A show- 
ing of hands called for by a speak- 
er indicated a majority of those 
present favored repeal. 

Albert L: Schmidt, an attorney, 
presented the argument of the 
North St. Louis Business Men’s As- 
sociation against repeal. William R. 
Gilbert opposed the repeal in be- 
half of the Midwest Industrial De- 
velopment Co. Seebert G. Jones, a 
former Circuit Attorney, spoke for 
repeal. 

Spokesmen for repeal dwelt on 
the provisions of the charter 
amendment proposals which are 
pending at the election of April 4. 
If Amendment No. 11, as it will be 
designated on the ballot, is adopted, 
street widenings in future will 
be paid for by gasoline taxes, by 
abutting property owners, and 
from bond issue funds or city rev- 
enue, with no taxing of benefit dis- 
tricts. 

Gravois Widening Discussed. 

Opponents of repeal argued that 
South St. Louis had paid for the 
widening of Gravois avenue, the 
southern end of Twelfth boulevard 
highway, by the district assessment 
method, and that in fairness the 
northern end of the highway should 
be paid for in the same manner. 
Otherwise, it was argued, South 
St. Louis taxpayers would be pay- 
ing for a large part of the north- 
erg improvement, in addition to 
what they have paid. Moreover, 
the opponents of repeal said, re- 
peal now would result in a long 
delay in completion of the through 
highway, even if Amendment No. 
11 should be passed. Under that 
amendment, 60 per cent of the 
abutting property owners would 
have to petition for the improve- 
ment. 

When Jacob M. Lashly, chair- 
man of the Chamber of Commerce 
board, spoke against repeal, he was 
interrupted by cries of “Let the 
Chamber of Commerce pay for it!” 
Chairman Fett of the Streets Com- 
mittee, presiding at the hearing, 
called for order, and some of the 
leaders of the repeal group ap-

DRIVES THROUGH GATE, 
KILLED BY LOCOMOTIVE 


Auto Man Hurled 40 Feet After 
Crash at Bates Street 
Crossing. 


Raymond C. Blanche, proprietor 
of an automobile repair shop on 
Lemay Ferry road, was killed at 
1:15 a. m. today when he drove his 
automobile through the crossing 
gates at Bates street and the Mis- 
souri Pacific tracks, and was hit 
by a locomotive. 

The locomotive, southbound to the 
Ivory avenue freight yards, struck 
the coupe squarely, tossing it 
aside. Blanche was hurled from 
the machine and was dead when 
picked up 40 feet south of the 
crossing by Virgil B. Yowell, cross- 
ing watchman. 

Yowell told police that when he 
lowered the crossing gates, to 
which lanterns are attached, he 
saw the coupe speeding east in 
Bates street. Seizing a red lantern 
he ran into the street in an at- 
tempt to halt the machine, but the 
driver failed to need the warning, 
the watchman said. 

Papers in the man’s pockets led 
to identification of the body at the 
Morgue by City Detective James 
Mobrak, a brother-in-law. A loaded 
revolver found at the scene of the 
accident was turned over to Mo- 
brak, who explained that his broth- 
er-in-law was a Deputy Constable 
and volunteer fireman of Dewey 
Heights, in Luxemburg. 

Blanche, 41 years old, and un- 
married, conducted a repair shop 
at 1035 Lemay Ferry road, where 
he lived. He is survived by his 
father, John H. Blanche, 5017 Not- 
tingham avenue, a_ brother and 
four sisters. He served in the army 
during the World War, but did not 
get overseas.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 29.— 
The St. Louis bi-partisan School 
Board bill was passed in the Sen- 
ate today by a strictly partisan vote, 
the Democrats supporting it and 
the Republicans opposing. It 
passed the House several days ago, 
and now needs concurrence by the 
House in one amendment to go to 
the Governor. 

Senator Bates, Republican, op- 
posed the bill on the ground that 
it would inject politics into school 
affairs, a condition he sai@ did’ not 
now exist. Senator Brogan, Dem- 
ocrt, said St. Louis had a bi-parti- 
san board until 1921, when the Re- 
publicans had a majority in each 
branch of the Legislature and 
passed the present law under which 
the Republicans have controlled the 
board for more than 10 years.

WASHINGTON, March 29.-— 
President Roosevelt asked Congres 
today to provide Federal supervi- 
sion of investment securities. 

In another direct special mes 
sage—his sixth in less than ‘hres 
weeks—the chief executive de 
clared the public has sustained “se- 
vere losses through practices neith- 
er ethical nor honest.” 

Thereupon, he proposed to invoke 
the power of the Federal Guvern- 
ment in interstate commerce traft- 
fic to control new securities. 

Principal Points of Bill. 

Principal points of the adminis- 
tration’s bill are: 

It forbids sale or advertise- 
ment of securities until all per- 
~tinent information has been filed 
with the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion. 

Promoters of security sales 
shall sign all statements made 
to the Commission concerning 
domestic issues. As to foreign 
issues those underwriting the 
sales in this country would sign. 
The Commission would charge 
fee of 1-100 of one per cent of 
value of securities for registra- 
tion. 

It empowers the Commission 
to revoke registration of domes- 
tic securities on grounds of in- 
solvency, violation of the act, 
previous or present engagement 
in fraudulent transactions and 
fraudulent representations in ad- 
vertising. In event the Commis- 
sion revokes an issue, the order 
would be subject to review by 
the. Court of Appeals of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 

It makes signers of statements 
to Commission jointly liable to 
purchasers for damages in event 
misrepresentations are found. 

It exempts Federal and state 
securities, judicia) sales and iso- 
lated transactions by individuals.

PROTEST IS MADE 


TO ROPER COMMITTEE 


Congressman Ray burn, 
Texas, Declares That it 
Should Continue as Inde- 
pendent Body.

WASHINGTON, March 29.—Per- 
sistent reports that the forthcoming 
reorganization plan of the Roose- 
velt administration will propose the 
placing of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission under the jurisdiction 
of the Department of Commerce 
have caused widespread uneasiness. 
A storm of protest is brewing 
against any effort to change the 
present independent status of the 
commission. 

Aroused by the possibility that 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion might be brought under Cab- 
inet control or otherwise weakened 
in its supervision of the railroads, 
Congressman Sam Rayburn of Tex- 
as, chairman of the House Commit- 
tee on Interstate and Foreign Com- 
merce, recently called on the com- 
mittee which is helping Secretary 
of Commerce Roper to frame a re- 
organization plan and protested vig- 
orously against moving the commis- 
sion into any executive department. 

Rayburn said today that although 
he had been disquieted by the ru- 
mors of an impending change, he 
could not believe that the Presi- 
dent would permit the reported plan 
to go through. 

Likens It to Courts. 

“Tike the courts,” said Rayburn, 
“the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission should remain absolutely 
free 1nd independent. Railroad la- 
bor, the shippers and most of the 
railroads want the commission re- 
tained as an independent agency. 
To make it a bureau in any depart- 
ment, subject to the political con- 
trol of a Cabinet officer, would be 
a terrible blunder. %3t would be bet- 
ter to abolish it altogether.” 

The attitude of the railroad 
brotherhoods is expressed in an edi- 
torial in the current issue of their 
weekly newspaper, Labor. 

“labor,” says the editorial, “is 
unalterably opposed to making the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
the football of politics or the hunt- 
ing ground of politicians. That is 
what it would be if put under the 
Department of Commerce, or any 
other department. When the I. C. 
C., has to report to or take instruc- 
tions from a political appointee, the 
days of its usefulness will be pret- 
ty nearly over. 

“The I. C. C. is at once the pub- 
lic’s judge and watchman, with a 
quarter of a million miles of steel 
highways under its charge. It has 
been called the ‘Supreme Court of 
Transportation’—and that is not a 
bad name for it. 

“Put such a body under political 
control, and it ceases to be a court, 
and that would entail the most se- 
rious consequences.” 

Validity of Proposal Doubted. 

In the minds of Rayburn and 
others interested in preserving the 
present character of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, there is 
grave doubt whether the commis- 
sion can legally be brought within 
the scope of the congressionai act 
giving the President broad powers 
to reorganize the “executive and 
administrative agencies” of the 
Government. The Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, they contend, 
is primarily an agency of Congress. 
created to do work which woull 
otherwise devolve upon Congress. 
The Supreme Court has said that 
the making of rates is a legislative 
function and that the divisicn of 
joint rates is also legislative in 
character. The commission has 
certain administrative functions, 
but all these are closely interwoven 
with its general function of carry- 
ing out the will of Congress with 
respect to the railroads. 

It has been suggested that the 
commission’s bureau of statistics 
should be taken away from it and 
placed under the Department of 
Commerce. The reply is made that 
the removal of this bureau would 
be like cutting off the commission's 
right arm. 

Rayburn Ready to Protest. 

Some of those who would dis- 
member the commission attempt to 
draw an analogy between its work 
and that of certain quasi-judicial 
boards vithin the Department of 
the Interior, If, however, the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission 
were required to operate like these 
boards, its decisions would be sub- 
ject to the approval of a Cabinet 
officer, who would become in ef- 
fect a supreme court sitting over 
the commission. In order properly 
to pass judgment on the highly 
technical cases sent to him, the 
Cabinet officer would have to build 
up an advisory organization. Not 
only, therefore, would the work of 
the commission be under political 
domination, but the expense of the 
work might even be increased.

yers. National Socialist storm 
troops then occupied the building 
and took several Jews into custody 
for their own protection. 

At. Wernigerode storm’ troops 
closed Jewish stores and arrested 
some owners, who later were re- 
leased. : 

Police at Zittau closed a chain 
store and a Jewish drapery store 
“for public. safety.” 

National Socialist delegations at 
Eberswalde appeared at all Jewish 
stores and demanded immediate 
closing, as well as dismissal of all 
employes. During the night. show 
windows of all Jewish shops were 
smeared with tar, and glass cases 
in the town’s two Jewish-owned 
motion _ picture houses were 
smashed. National Socialist head- 
quarters expressed disapproval of 
these acts. 

Storm troopers at Bad Freien- 
walde stood before Jewish shops, 
warning against buying in them. 
Only half of the usual number of 
tradesmen appeared at the annual 
Jahrmarkt, since the »Jews re- 
mained away. 

Officials in Wuppertal issued or- 
ders prohibiting the purchase from 
Jews of supplies for municipal un- 
dertakings or offices. 

National Socialist Manifesto. 

A long manifesto, issued by the 
National Socialist party last night, 
announced that the boycott would 
be begun at 10 a. m., Saturday, 
“like a blow.” It said innocent must 
not suffer but that the guilty must 
not be spared. It added that the 
boycott was formulated for de- 
fense of the National Socialist par- 
ty “against the atrocity propaganda 
abroad.” Jews now living in Ger- 
many were held responsible for 
these so-called “libels.” 

The long-standing National So- 
cialist resentment against the in- 
flux of Jews into Germany during 
the World War, because of hostili- 
ties in Jewish population centers on 
the Eastern front, and after the 
war, as a result of persecutions of 
Jews in other Eastern European 
countries, was reviewed in the 
statement. 

“What would America do if Ger- 
mans in America turned against 
that country as do the Jews in Ger- 
many?” asked the manifesto. “For 
decades Germany has admitted 
every foreigner without restriction. 
One hundred thirty-five persons 
live on a square kilometer in Ger- 
many and in America hardly 15 
to the square kilometer. Despite 
this, America has restricted immi- 
gration, even excluding completely 
certaingnationalities.” 

The release of the boycott an- 
nouncement last night was seen as 
a victory of the left wing of the 
National Socialist party, including 
Capt. Hermann Goering, Minister 
without portfolio, and Hans Kerr, 
president of the Prussian Diet, over 
the more moderate wing of Chan- 
cellor Hitler and Dr. Wilhelm 
Frick, Minister of Interior. 


6 FLASHES FROM LIGHTHOUSE 
TELL OF DEATH OF CHILD 


PORT MORIEN, N. S., March 
29.—A message of death, flashed 
from a lighthouse, led rescuers 
early today to make a new attempt 
to reach ice-locked Flint Island. 

“A child is dead,” said red 
lights, flashiing six times in groups 
of two. 

The dead child is one of nine in 
the family of Lightkeeper Martell. 

For 50 hours boats sought in 
vain to reach the island, isolated by 
a mile and a half of broken ice.

U. S. Embassy Stoned—Com- 
munist Posters Denounce 
Ambassador-Designate.

MEXICO CITY, March 29.— 


Stoning of the United States Em- 
bassy last Friday night as a pro- 
test against the appointment of 
Josephus Daniels as the United 


States Ambassador to Mexico, has 
been disclosed. Several windows 
were broken. 

Police did not make the incident 
public. Arthur Bliss Lane, United 
States Charge d’Affairs, just re- 
turned from Washington, reported 
the matter to the Foreign Office 
and police. 

Twenty alleged communists have 
been arrested for the attack and 
will be deported to the penal col- 
ony on Marias Island. 

Posters calling on “all anti-Im- 
perialists” to force Daniels from 
Mexico appeared in the city bear- 
ing the signature of “The Central 
Committee of the Communist par- 
ty of Mexico.” Others called Dan- 
iels “the murderer of Azueta and 
Uribe,” Mexicans killed when 
United States forces landed in Vera 
Cruz in 1914 while Daniels was 
Secretary of the Navy. Other post- 
ers urged the overthrow of the 
Mexican Government for approv- 
ing the appointment of Daniels. 

W. F. Fianley, president of the 
American Chamber of Commerce, 
sent a telegram to Secretary of 
State Hull last week, protesting 
against the appointment of Dan- 
iels.

HOUSE EXPECTED 
TO PASS FORESTRY 
JOBS BILL TODAY 


Substitute Offered by Con- 
nery Beaten — Amend- 
ment to Bar Race Discrim- 
ination Adopted.

WASHINGTON, March 29.—The 
House today took up President 
Roosevelt’s forest conservation-em- 
ployment program, passed by the 
Senate yesterday, with leaders hop- 
ing to pass it before recessing. 

There was a three-hour time limit 
on speechmaking. There was an 
agreement that no voting would be 
started until copies of the bill as 
passed by the Senate were avail- 
able, but the printing of these was 
expedited to have them in the hands 
of members before the debate 
ended. 

Representative Byrns of Tennes- 
see, the Democratic leader, said 
before the House took up the mea- 
sure that he had been informed at 
the White House that the changes 
made by the Senate were accept- 
able to President Roosevelt, and 
predicted passage before adjourn- 
ment, despite the opposition of 
Chairman Connery of the House 
Labor Committee. 

In other quarters it was made 
clear that the President hoped to 
begin enrolling men in his work 
program within two weeks. 

The House today defeated 290 to 
90 a substitute offered by Connery. 
The vote virtually assured passage 
of the bill without substantial 
changes. 

Immediatel yafter that, the House 
approved 179 to 71 an amendment 
by Depriest (Rep.), Illinois, to pro- 
vide there should be no discrimi- 
nation because of race, creed, color 
or criminal records in the selec- 
tion of workers in the conservation 
corps. 

This made final congressional ac- 
tion tonight impossible since the 
Senate has adjourned and needs to 
concur in the House change.

Analysis of U. S. Securities Act 
~ As Proposed by the President 
In Special Message to Congress

WASHINGTON, March 29.—Here 
is an analysis of the proposed Fed- 
eral Securities Act submitted to 
Congress today in special message 
by President Roosevelt, prepared 
by Huston Thompson; one of its 
framers and a former member of 
the Federal Trade Commission: * 

“The Federal Securities Act is a 
bill to provide for the furnishing 
of information and the supervision 
of traffic in investment securities 
in interstate commerce, 

“Sections 1 and 2 contain the ti- 
tle of the bill and certain defini- 
tions on the following subjects: 
‘Security,’ ‘person, ‘sale, ‘issuer,’ 
‘commission’ (meaning the Federal 
Trade Commission which is to have 
jurisdiction under the bill), ‘mort- 
gage,’ ‘title’ and ‘interstate com- 
merce.’ ; 

“Section 3 sets forth certain re- 
quirements in the matter of the 
sale and advertisement of securi- 
ties in interstate commerce and 
forbids such sale or advertisement 
until certain information shall 
have been filed with the commis- 
sion. This section covers the sub- 
jects of - 

“(a) The sale or offer to sell do- 
mestic securities in interstate com- 
merce; 

“(b) The advertisement of do- 
mestic securities through interstate 
medium including not only news- 
papers, circulars and magazine, but 
also radio; 

“(c) The physical transportation 
of domestic securities across state 
lines; 

“(d) The sale or offer to sell by 
persons or corporations of the se- 
curities of foreign governments in 
the United States. 

“Section 4 provides that the pro- 
moters, principal officers and direc- 
tors of corporations shall sign the 
statement except in the case of se- 
curities issued by foreign govern- 
ments, when the statement shall be 
signed by persons in the United 
States negotiating or underwriting 
the loan for the sale in the United 
States. 

Information to Be Filed. 

“Section 5 designates the infor- 
mation required in the statements 
to be filed with the commission and 
consists of two subdivisions (a) in- 
formation required of domestic cor- 
porations and (b) information re- 
quired concerning, foreign govern- 
ment securities. 

“In the case of domestic securi- 
ties it requires the names of the is- 
suers of the stock, promoters, 
trustees, officers, etc., the amount 
of paid up capital, the numbers and 
types of shares with the description 
of their respective voting rights, 
dividends, profits, the amount of 
funded debt, a balance sheet show- 
ing a detailed list of assets and lia- 
bilities, a statement of the amount 
of the issuers’ incomes, expense and 
fixed charges during the preceding 
fiscal year; the plan of the pro- 
posed issuer, the price offered to 
the public, all bonuses, commissions 
and the amount returned to capital 
investment together with the names 
of all of those composing the syn- 
dicate. 

“In the case of the securities is- 
sued by foreign governments the 
American representatives shal! 
state the purpose, date and terms 
of the loan, the underwriting agree- 
ment, members of the syndicate, 
bonuses, commissions and amount 
to be returned to the foreign gov- 
ernment, the security pledged with 
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any security sold in the 


the loan and the general financial 


condition of the borrowing govern- 
ment and whether it has ever de 
faulted on principal or interest on 
United 
States together with the proposed 
method of distribution and price of 
the security as offered here. 

“A fee of one one-hundredth of 1 
per cent of the value of the securi- 
ties will be charged for registration 
with the commission. 

“Section 6 empowers the commis- 


sion to revoke the registration of! 


domestic securities. Some of the 
grounds stated are insolvency of 
the issuer, violation of the act, pre- 
vious or present engagements in 
fraudulent transactions, fraudulent 
representations in advertising the 
security. 

“Section 7 provides for judicial 
review, in the event of an order of 


revocation by the commission, to | 


the Court of Appeals of the District 
of Columbia. 

“Section 8 prohibits the interstate 
advertisement either written or 
spoken of domestic and foreign se- 
curities subject to this act unless 
the communication contains certain 
information concerning the securi- 
ties offered as required by the com- 
mission and the act. Copies of all 
such advertising material must be 
filed with the commission and the 
statement so filed shall be avail- 
able for public inspection. 


“Section 9 assumes that all ptr- 
chasers rely upon the representa- 
tions contained in the statement 
and makes all the signers of such 
statement jointly and severally 
liable to the purchasers for dam- 
ages in the event of any material 
misrepresentation contained there- 
in. Misrepresentation- in the state- 
ment or advertising when made 
with the knowledge of their falsity 
will subject the signers to the Fed- 
eral fraud and perjury laws. 

“Section 10 makes it unlawful to 
represent that registration with the 
commission constitutes the commis- 
sion’s approval. 

“Section 11 exempts certain se- 
curities from the terms of the act, 
such as those issuing under the 
Federal Government and our states, 
or the subdivisions of the Federal] 
or state Governments.

DR. HENRY J. SCHERGA 
DIES OF HEART DISEASE 


‘Head of Missouri Pacific Hos- 


pital Medical Staff 65 
Years Old. 


Dr. Henry J. Scherck, president 
of the medical staff at Missouri 
Pacific Hospital and formerly or. 
the faculty of St. Louis University, 
died today of heart disease at Jew- 
ish Hospital. He was 65 years old 
and had been in ill health since 
last August. 

Born in New Orleans, the son of 
Isaac Scherck, a Major in the Con- 
federate Army, Dr. Scherck was 
educated at Tulane University. He 
received his doctor’s degree there in 
1889 and then took graduate work 
at Heidelberg University and the 
University of London. Part of his 
interne work was done in Germany. 

He came to St. Louis in 1896 and 
at the time of the World’s Fair was 
made chief dispensary physiciar. 
As a result of his work in this field 
he was instrumental in establishing 
pure milk stations throughout the 
city, with headquarters at 41726 
North Thirteenth street, supplying 
pasteurized milk to poor children. 
He persuaded Nathan Strauss, New 
York philanthropist, to finance the 
undertaking. 

Dr. Scherck was associate pro- 
fessor of neurology at St. Louis Un1- 
versity until his retirement a few 
years ago. He received his buche-

All we ask 
for is time to pay off the morte 
gage. The depression hit us badly, 
too, and it is not easy to begin all 
over at our age.” 

In her application, Mrs. Williams 
set forth that she owed $4000, se- 
cured by a mortgage on her home, 
plus interest of $120 and taxes of 
an undetermined amount. She said 
that soon after the interest was 
due the owner of the mortgage 
agreed to extend it on payment of 
the $120, but that later he declined 
a tender of the interest money.

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‘TWO FARM BIL 
CHANGES REJECTED 
BY SENATE GROUP 


Administration Men Beat 
Off Efforts in Committee 
to Limit Products in 


Roosevelt Measure. 


By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, March 29.—Ad- 
ministration forces in the Senate 
Agriculture Committee rallied to- 
day and beat off two efforts to 
limit the commodities to which the 
sweeping Roosevelt farm bill would 


apply. ’ 
These first votes occurred as the’ 
committee, after two days of hear- 
ings, met in executive session to 
consider proposals for redrafting 
the bill. 

A motion by Senator Kendrick of 
Wyoming, the assistant Democratic 
leader, to eliminate sheep and cat- 
tle from operation of the bill was 
defeated by a 9-to-5 vote. 

A subsequent effort to limit the 
bill to wheat and cotton was re- 
jected, 13 to 4. 

Some Senators, including Thomaa 
(Dem.), Oklahoma, looked on the 
two votes as indicating the admin- 
istration bill would pass the Senate 
with comparatively few changes 
from the original draft passed in- 
tact by the House. 

Others, including Norris (Rep.), 
Nebraska, declined to say whether 
they considered this a test vote, and 
Chairman Smith, who desires big 
changes, said: “I think this com- 
mittee is about as undecided in its 
final analysis of this bill as it could 
be.” 

The majority of committee mem- 
bers privately expressed to news- 
paper men the opinion that the cost 
of production ought.to be guaran- 
teed in the bill, and that it should 
include a fair return on the farm- 
er’s investment. 

Their tentative ideas called for 
Government price fixing, with the 
agricultural commodity to be paid 
for at the price fixed by the orig- 
inal buyer from the farmer, wheth- 
er this be a ginner, elevator man, 
a mill man or other middle man. 

Hearings were concluded yester- 
day, with several witnesses testi- 
fying, mainly in opposition to giv- 
ing Secretary Wallace unprecedent- 
ed authority for making a try at 
bringing the farmers’ purchasing 
power back to pre-war standards. 

Meanwhile, President Roosevelt's 
farm mortgage refinancing legisla- 
tion is nearing shape for presenta- 
tion to Congress, probably by the 
end of the week. Conferences 
were held at the White House yes- 
terday. 

Two points remain to be settled 
—the rate of interest to be allowed 
under the refinanc:ng and the 
problem of including private mort- 
gages within the scope of relief. No 
limit has been set on the amount 
of bonds to be issued for the pur- 


as $2,500,000,000. 

L. J. Taber, master of the Nation- 
al Grange, told the Senate commit- 
tee yesterday his organization fa- 
vored the export debenture plan of 
farm relief and l.ad for many years. 

The Grange, he said, favored the 
Roosevelt bill, adding: “And -we 
hope it will be enacted into law at 
the earliest practicable’ date.” The 
bill was not perfect, he said, but as 
an emergency measure “is a step:in 
the right direction” because it gives 
to the Secretary of Agriculture and 
the administration power to deal 
with the problem in the best possi- 
ble way. 

Representative Shoemaker (Farm- 
er-Labor), Minnesota, urged a sub- 
stitute under which currency would 
be issued against surpluses of 
wheat, cotton and tobacco stored 
on farms. 

Senator Thomas (Dem.), Oklaho- 
ma, an inflationist himself, asked 
Shoemaker why he had not intro- 
duced his bill in the House. 

“We work too fast over there,” 
Shoemaker replied, adding the 
pending bill .as a “monstrosity.” 
He said amid laughter, however, 
that he voted for it because “they 
didn’t permit any debate in the 
House and we had no choice.”

DEMOGRATS SPEND 
MORE THAN USUAL 
N CAMPAIGN HERE 


{Increased Expenditures Are

There are four principal cam- 


paign to be settled in next Tues- 
day’s election. The Republicans 
vare not assured of as much money 
as in the past. The Democrats, 
with brighter prospects of success 
than they have enjoyed for 28 
years, obviously have greater re- 
sources than usual, as indicated by 
their advertising, headquarters and 
other facilities. : 

The funds are those of the Re- 
publican and Democratic City Com- 
mittees, the Dickmann-for-Mayor 
Club (Democratic) and the Neun- 
for-Mayor Citizens’ Committee (Re- 
publican). 


Charles R. Giilespie, treasurer of 
the Republican City Committee, 


disclosed its goal as $60,000, about 
the usual amount sought for an 
election campaign. Up to the last 
compilation, last week, its receipts 
were $24,173.55, he related, and ex- 
penditures $11,528.01, chiefly for 
advertising and office 
and hall rental. Included in re 


ceipts is $1676 in filing fees of can- 
didates-in the primary. 

The committee is soliciting funds 
from Republicans generally and 
from city employes. Because of 
this solicitation, the City Firemen’s 
Union voted last week against giv- 
ing to either party. The Repub- 
lican committee collected about 
$52,000 for the general election 
campaign last autumn and spent 
about $51,000. 

Harry J. Cantwell, treasurer of 
the Democratic City Committee, 
said it had about $3300 in the Grand 
National Bank and $2300 in Boat- 
men’s National Bank, a total of 
about $5600. This includes $5256 in 
primary filing fees, he said. The 
committee has various headquar- 
ters bills to meet. Cantwell said 
a complete report would be filed 
after thé election. Grand National 
Bank is operating under a Federal 
[conservator and not permitting 
withdrawals. It is understood the 
committee is obligated to pay for 
Sample ballots used by its mem- 
bers in the respective wards in 
boosting slates of candidates in the 
primary. 

Luke E. Hart, a manager of 
Neun’s campaign, said the Neun 
committee had _ collected about 
$4000 and would need possibly sev- 
eral hundred dollars more. The 
largest contribution was not: more 
than $300, he said, and most gifts 
ranged from $5 to $100. Bills are 
paid to date, he added, and’ about 
$500 is on hand. The largest ex- 
pense has been for headquarters 
rent. The Neun committee will 
spend nothing on election day, Hart 
said, leaving payment of ward 
workers to the Republican City 
Committee. : 

William King Gardner, treasurer 
of the Dickmann-for-Mayor Com- 
mittee, and Jesse McDonald, presi- 
dent, declined to give out figures 
on receipts and expenditures. Gard- 
ner said he was not permitted by 
the Executive Committee to do so 
until a report is filed after the elec- 
tion. He added: “We will have 
enough money to conduct a digni- 
fied campaign. We haven't re- 
ceived all we expect to get, but 
will have nowhere near as ‘much 
as the Republican City Committee. 
We have no money to burn, but 
have more than the Democrats 
usually do.” McDonald denied re- 
ports that contributions had been 
received from Kansas City and said 
all donations would come from St. 
Louis.

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DECATUR, Ala., March 29.—The 
retrial of seven Negroes sentenced 
to death in the Scottsboro case has 
developed in a legal controversy 
over whether Alabama’ bars Ne- 
groes from its juries. Defense coun- 


sel, provided by the International 
Labor Defense, has twice made the 
charge that race lines were drawn 
in the selection of jury panels. 

Haywood Patterson, 19 years old, 
of Chattanooga, who was selected 
as the first defendant to be tried, 
was arraigned yesterday and en- 
. tered a plea of not guilty. His trial 
was set for tomorrow. 

The defense, headed by Samuel 
C. Leibowitz, indicated it would 
seek a separate trial for each de- 
fendant. The Negroes are accused 
of ‘attacking two white girls, Mrs. 
Virginia Price and Ruby Bates, 
who were riding on a freight train. 
Originally sentenced to death, they 
obtained new trials on appeal to 
the United States Supreme Court. 
The decision held that the men Had 
not received a fair trial in that suf- 
ficient time had not been allowed 
for their attorneys to prepare their 
defense. 

Judge James E. Horton yester- 
day dismissed the first motion to 
quash the indictments against Pat- 
terson and the six others. The mo- 
tion was based on an allegation that 
the defendants were deprived of 
their constitutional rights because 
the grand jury which indicted them 
contained no Negroes. 
| Hardly had this motion been dis- 
posed of before Leibowitz raised the 
question again, refusing to enter a 
plea for Patterson. 

“We refuse to enter a plea,” Lei- 
bowitz said, “and move to quash the 
venire because the rolls from which 
the box was filled, unjustifiably and 
in violation of the fourteenth 
amendment, contained no Negroes, 
solely because of their race.” 

Judge Horton immediately over- 
ruled the motion to quash the 
venire, but told defense counsel it 
would not prejudice the motion if 
it were offered again. Patterson 
‘then pleaded not guilty. 

Severances were granted Roy 
Wright and Eugene Williams, both 
of whom the defense has contended 
are juveniles, the Court to deter- 
mine their status later. These two 
are in addition to the seven before 
the Court. 


PATRICK KEARNEY, PLAYWRIGHT 
ONCE WEALTHY, KILLS HIMSELF

NEW YORK, March 29.—Patrick 
Kearney, 39-year-old playwright 
who adapted Theodore Dreiser's 
“An American Tragedy” to the 
stage and who was credited with 
having been worth $250,000 two 
years ago, was found dead of illu- 
minating gas poisoning yesterday in 
a furnished room. Police said it 
was a case of suicide. 

Kearney, who was employed in | 
| Hollywood for several years as a/| 
i'scenario and dialogue writer, re- 
‘cently filed a bankruptcy petition. 
His landlady, Mrs. Bessie Munns, 
who discovered the body, told po- 
lice he appeared to have been in 
straitened circumstances. Mrs. 
Munns said Kearney had visited 
his wife and 4-year-old daughter, 
who lived farther uptown, Monday 
afternoon. His parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. A. M. Kearney, Detroit, were | 
notifjed. 

From the study of medicine and 
psychology at Ohio State Univer- 
sity, Kearney turned to writing, 
first advertising and then drama. 
Of his original plays, the best 
known was “A Man’s Man,” pro- 
duced in 1925 and revived in 1931 
as “A Regular Guy.” His last stage 
piece was “Old Man Murphy,” 
which he wrote with Harry Wag- 
staff Gribble.

About 4500 persons at three meet- 
ings heard Bernard F. Dickmann, 
Democratic nominee for Mayor, re- 
peat his campaign arguments last 
night. The size and enthusiasm of 
the gatherings surprised even Dem- 
ocratic leaders, who have been ac- 
customed in past years to attend- 
ance of only a few hundred persons 
at tneir chief meetings. 

Dickmann confined his talks] 
largely to repetition of declarations 
he had made previously and a re- 
cital of the party platform. In dis- 
cussing municipal economy and 
elimination of the deficit, he said 
Democrats promised to hold city 
eppropriations below income. 

The first crowd was at Concordia 
Turner Hall, Thirteenth and Ar- 
senal streets, a few blocks from the 


city’s largest brewery, in a district 
which has been Republican. About 
1500 men and women filled the hall, 
the aisles, a narrow balcony and 
standing room in the back, and 
there were more on the sidewalks; 
hearing the addresses over loud 
speakers. 

The audience interrupted Dick- 
mann frequently with cheers, clap- 
ping and shouts. Dickmann said/|~ 
he had not been in the hall since d 
former Senator James A. Reed 
spoke there in the 1928 presidential 
campaign, and that last night's 
crowd was larger than the one 
Reed drew. Dickmann said the 
gathering did not bear out the Re 
publican talk that the people had 
forgotten last November's election, 
when St. Louis went Democratic.

Driving quickly from the South 
Bide to the North Side, Dickmann 
appeared next at North St. Louis 
Turner Hall, Twentieth and Salis 
bury streets. He had to use the 
back steps to gain entry to the 
stage at Concordia, but at the sec- if 
ond place he and his party were 
forced to enter by a fire escape. 
Mayor Miller, running for re-elec- 
tion in-1929, had done the same 
thing at the same place. I’ 

About 1800 persons packed the 
hall and two big adjacent rooms. 
The aisles were jammed with a 
standing crowd; more stood on the 
stage. Loud speakers carried the 
speech to several hundred -.more m 
downstairs, and hundreds were re- 
ported to have been turned away. /, 
When the Republican campaign 
opened formally last Wednesday 
night at North St. Louis Turner 
Hall the attendance exceeded 1000, 
but there was rain and sleet. f 

Ringing of cowbells as well as 
applause punctuated Dickmann’s 
talk. Once when he made a point 
someone crowed like a rooster. 

Hurrying downtown, Dickmann 
found the third crowd in a loft 
over a garage at 810 North Tenth 
Street. This was in the Fifth Ward, 
one of four wards carried by the 

Publicans last November. The 
crowd was restless and noisy, but 
enthusiastic for Dickmann, who 
had to be helped through the as-ja 
semblage by ~ policemen. The

Leaves From an Old Diary. 

Zo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N MY>young days, & years ago, -I 

kept a diary noting the principa! events 
Of each day. Under date of Thursday, 

Sept. 25, 1873, is the following: 

“Banks in New Orleans, Chicago, New 
York, Memphis and Kansas City have 
Suspended currency payments... St. Louis 
will probably go tomorrow.” 

Sept. 26: “All banks in St. Louis sus- 
pended currency payments.” 

Under date of Dec. 10, 1872, appears 
the following: ~ . 

“The epizootic is Very bad in the city 
mow. Very few horses are seen. All the 
street cars are stopped and wagons are 
hauled by oxen and men. It seems queer 
to see the express, baggage, transfer and 
all other kinds of wagons pulled by the 
slow-going oxen. The fire engines are 
pulled by men, going back to old times 
again. People have to walk in from 
Grand avenue.” (The Olive street cars 
went only to Grand avenue). 

In those days, I was a clerk in the old 
Bank of Commerce, situated at Fourth 
and Olive streets. Also, at Fourth and 
Olive was King’s fountain, erected by 
kL. L. & Moses King, furnishing water 
for man 
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THE LEGISLATURE’S RECORD. 
That the Missouri Legislature is about to adjourn 
with almost no solid achievements in the public in- 
terest is a matter of grave concern among Democrats 
all over the State. The Mexico Ledger, published in 
one of the mest loyal Democratic communities in Mis 
souri, says criticism of the Legislature has emerged 
from whispering into open discussion. Thomas J. 
Roney, a Jasper County Democrat who served in the 
Assembly 20 years, says if there is any program %t 
Jefferson City that means anything to the taxpayer 
or the people, he is “too dumb to see it.” 
There is still an opportunity for the Legislature to 
retrieve some part of the great opportunity it has all 
but lost.

Only the weakness of the Legislature, and the fafl- 
ure of its leadership, have prevented it from making 
an enviable record. Its opportunity in the prohibi- 
tion field was unique. We have oftentimes told of 
the deal by which the lower house gave the State a 
beer bill and retained its bone dry law. The Sen- 
ate has refused to abide by any such agreement 
It has passed a bill repealing the State dry law. 
The House remains obdurate. Unless it acts with- 
in the next few days, Missouri will be left in the 
category of the few states which are legalizing beer 
without: repealing their state dry laws. The ob 


wipe them out. When the liquor issue is returned to 
the states, no part of the old system should remain 
to obstruct progress under the new plan. 

It is too late for the Legislature to pitch the Power 
Trust intg the river and call its soul its own. It would 
have taken true Democrats to do that, those sturdy 
sons of Thomas Jefferson who do not believe the 
people should be trampled under foot by any preda- 
tory interest. The Democrats who went up to Jeffer- 
son City were not that sort. They have played little 
dog Rover to the utilitiés ever since the session be 
gan. They have jumped through. They have rolled 
over. They have played dead. Upon a field in which 
there has been revolt in cities and towns all over the 
State, the assembly now closing has been less a 
legislative session than it has been a dog show. 

It is not surprising that Democrats all over the 
State are beginning to stir uneasily and express con- 
cern for the party. After all, the Democratic tradi- 
tion is one of our fine historical assets. It counts 
among its luminaries Jefferson, Jackson, Cleveland 
and Wilson; Republicans like Theodore Roosevelt, like 
Robert M. La Follette, like George W. Norris, have 
reflected less their own party traditions than those 
which have at last allied Democracy at Washington 
with Republican progressivism and put liberal Re 
publicans in a Democratic Cabinet. 

What can the Democrats at Jefferson City have 
been thinking of? What did they conceive to be their 
obligation? What heresy beguiled them when they 
turned the people out and turned the interests in? 
How can they be recreant to all the New Deal implies 
and still call themselves Democrats? The Democrats 
had the| greatest opportunity any party has had in 
Missouri within a quarter of a century. The set-up 
for progressive liberal action, of which Missouri stood 
greatly in need, was perfect when they came to power. 
Where has Gov. Park been, and where has he ex- 
erted the power of his high office that the legis 
lative session under his aegis has been such a flop? 

No Legislature with the slightest understanding of 
public service, or enjoying the least leadership, could 
have muffed the ball in such an all-thumbs fashion 
as the Democrats at Jefferson City have muffed it. 
The Legislature has only to pass the Buford bill, 
thus making places at the public crib for 300 Demo- 
crats and destroying the Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission, to make its record of futility complete. Party 
government, says the Mexico Ledger, is on trial. 
It is worse than that. Government in Missouri by 
the Democratic party has been weighed and found 
wanting. 

The session will likely end within the next two 
weeks. In quitting, as the Legislature plans to do, 
it has, from its point of view, the best of reasons.

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GOOD ADVICE THE BANKERS IGNORED. 

Reprinted on this page is a portion of an address 
by the late Frederick W. Lehniann, Solicitor-General 
in the Taft administration, before the Bankers’ Club 
of Chicago, Feb. 26, 1910. Mr. Lehmann was, as this 
extract recalis, a pioneer advocate of the Federal 
control of corporations. In view of Senator Norris’ 
plan to permit the operation of corporations only by 
Federal license, it becomes particularly fitting just 
now to review what Mr. Lehmann told the Chicago 
bankers two full decades before the crash of Insull- 
ism and the flight to Greece. The Chicago financiers 
ignored the St. Louisan’s advice, just as Wall Street 
and the Federal Government ignored his opinion that 
national bank investment affiliates were not only 
dangerous but illegal. On both counts, Mr. Lehmiann’s 
judgment stands fully vindicated by what has come 
to pass. The losers are the financiers and the peo 
ple who trusted the financiers’ poorer judgment. 
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THE BEER THATS ALMOST HERE. 

A Yale professor has been telling us about the 
beer we shall all, with here and there a chaste ex- 
ception, be presently drinking. This professor, it 
seems, knows a great deal about alcohol, and partic 
ularly how much of it may be consumed in a given 
time without persuading the consumer to lift his 
voice in song, or babble family secrets, or experience 
the extraordinary phenomenon of turning casually 
to the lady on the left, only to distover that she has 
suddenly been transformed into the loveliest creature 
that ever gladdened the eyes of man. In a word, 
this professor knows how much of this beer one may 
drink before the bells begin to jingle and the stars 
commence to dance and the commonplace city street 
looks like a rose-hung lane, or a path of asphodel, or 
a tia gloriosa. His allowance is half a gallon per 
hour. Witlin that quantity and period everything 
will remain on a prosaic even keel, but on a Jarger 
scale and quicker tempo there will, he says, be dream- 
ing of dreams and seeing of Visions. Our savant may 
be right. Anyhow, a half a gallon an hour, when so 
phrased, does seem like a lot of beer. Yet ff, in this 
billowy atniosphere, our mathematics is still de 
pendable, the professor’s allowance resolves itself 


into a pint every 15 minutes. And vague recollec- 
tion somebow whispers that such a ration, and a 
good deal more, may be blandly absorbed without a 
trace of repercussion, assuming, of: course, that the 
beer about to be legally blessed packs a far lustier 
wallop than brew of long ago. | 
PROTECTING THE INVESTOR. 

Over in England, they think the investor is entitled 
to a run for his money. The old legal injunction, 
caveat emptor (let the buyer beware!), has been re 
pealed. In fits place has been written caveat vendor 
(let the seller beware!). 

How financing is done in England was told clearly 
in the Sunday Post-Dispatch by Hiram Hartell, As 
sociated Press financial writer. Under a law known 
as “The Companies Act,” originally passed in 1908, 
and rigorously amended in 1929, the prospectus of a 
yhouse offering a new issue of securities “must show 
the number of shares each director has subscribed for, 
their remuneration, the preliminary expenses, of the 
flotation, commissions paid to the promoters, a com- 
plete description of all inducements paid to directors, 
the voting rights of stockholders, a report by the 
auditors of the company for each of the three finan- 
cial years preceding the issue of the prospectus and 
a host of other details.” 

The law requires the truth implicitly as well as ex- 
plicitly. Reference was made to the case of Lord Kyl- 
sant, former head of the Royal Mail Steamship inter- 
ests. Kylsant’s offense, for which he was sent to 
prison, has been previously explained in these col- 
umns. In offering a new issue of shares to the pub- 
lic, the statement failed to explain that dividends had 
been paid in part from surplus, leaving the impres- 
sion that they had been paid from earnings. It was 
deception, of course, by implication. The man’s in- 
dustrial and social eminence meant absolutely noth- 
ing in the eyes of the law. He was promptly tried, 
quickly convicted and served his sentence of a year 
in prison. 

Compared with our security racketeers, our Insulls, 
Mitchells and a legion of lesser lights, Kylsant’s crime 
seems to have been at worst a mere lack of candor. 
Had the thing occurred here, it would never have oc 
casioned him the slightest embarrassment. 

As to banks. In England, the commercial bank is 
just that. Our American institution, the affiliate, 
isn’t known in England. There the commercial bank 
does not, as a matter of practice, even give advice as 
to investment. It will obtain information, but offer 
no opinion as tO} the venture. And only rarely and 
under special conditions does the English commer- 
cial bank participate in underwriting operations. The 
consequence is that English banks do not fail and 
English investors are not swindled as American in- 
vestors were during the post-war frenzy. It may be 
remarked, too, that, drastic as their law is, the En- 
glish are not wholly satisfied with it and are plan- 
ning furtber safeguards for the investor. 

The problem of protecting the investor is admit- 
tedly more difficult in the United States, but what- 
ever its difficulties, it is something which obviously 
must be done. It is inconceivable that the story of 
Insull can ever be repeated. We all know now that 
those two super-holding companies, which spun out 
fabulous tales of profits and sold millions upon mil- 
lions of their worthless paper to a hypnotized public, 
were insolvent from the start. While plundering the 
public with statistics of enormous earnings, they 
were reporting losses to the Governuent by way of 
income tax returns. And Insull, it should be remem- 
bered, was simply typical of his era. The distinction 
of his infamy lies only in the scale of his operations. 

Protection of the investor.is among the pressing 
obligations confronting our Government. There can 
be no doubt that it will be met. Public opinion de 
mands it and will support the Government’s efforts 
to that end. As a matter of fact, the stability of our 
economic order demands it. It may be doubted that 
it could ever survive another such orgy. 
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A WORD ABOUT JUDGE BERNREUTER. 


It is not long until the political parties in Illinois 
will be holding conventions for the purpose of nomi- 
nating candidates for the State Supreme Court and 
the various Circuit Courts. Among the Circuit Judges 
whose terms expire is Louis Bernreuter of Nashville, 
oné of three Republicans who preside over the Third 
Circuit, which consists of St. Clair, Madison, Bond, 
Washington, Randolph, Monroe and Perry counties. 
Judge Bernreuter’s campaign, with his colleague, 
Judge Henry G. Miller, against dog’racing in Madl- 
son County needs to be recalled at this time. While 
it is true that the depression hit games of chance, 
along with everything else, the fact remains that 
Judge Bernreuter, a resident of Washington County, 
led the campaign which closed that particular form of 
unregulated gambling in Madison County, after its 
own officials had proved themselves unwilling to act. 
We have no interest in Judge Bernreuter as a Repub 
lican, Dut it should be evident to his party that his 
stand on dog racing will cost him some of his past 
Support. Law-abiding Republicans should remember 
this as they prepare for the nominations. 
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MISS PERKINS’ GOOD BEGINNING. 

There are high expectations of reform in the De 
partment of Labor at the hands of its new chief, Miss 
Frances Perkins, and her first action indicates that 
these expectations are well founded. Miss Perkins, 
announcing a sweeping reorganization of the depart- 
ment, has discontinued the services of 71 special 
immigration inspectors, whose chief activities had 
been sensational raids throughout the country, and 
who, with three months of the fiscal year remaining, 
had virtually exhausted their $200,000 fund. These 
men, Miss Perkins found, “were engaging in a variety 
of activities, concerning whieh very meager reports 
were being made.” In their scanty reports she found 
one item of $8243 for “confidential expenses,” not 
itemized. 

The work will now be turned over to the regular 
inspection service. Though this means added duties 
for the latter, the change is heartily approved by 
Edward D. Zucker, president of the Immigration In- 
spectors’ Association, who points out that the spe 
cial raiders produced more publicity than tangible 
results. Enforcement of the immigration laws is nec 
essary and will continue, of course, but high-banded 
raids bring the entire system into disrepute. Miss 
Perkins pledges herself to enforce the regulations 
with Gue regard for the “human values and interna- 
tional amenities” involved—a consideration too often 
missing in past practice, for which the Wickersham 
Commission severely criticised deportation procedure. 
Miss Perkins, in her first official gesture, has made 
possible an economic saving, abolished a tyrannical 
part of deportation procedure and given promise of 


better methods in future.

Whither Away? 


SANTA MONICA, Cal 
ERHAPS the most representative thing 
P one hears said these days is that the 
President has done marvelously, but 
can he keep it up? This note of doupt 
arises not only because his two latest pro- 
posais, the farm bill and the scheme to or- 
ganize a labor corps, go strongly against 
the grain of many American political hal- 
its, but also becaus3 the speculative rally has 
subsided and the deflation continues to run. 
The first three measurés, dealing with the 
banks, with reduction of Federal expendi- 
tures and with beer, had the quality of 
being so necessary or so clearly desirab‘e 
that they seemed like three shots squarely 
on the bull’s-eye. Obviously that kind of 
thing cannot be kept up, for the simple rea- 
son that there are not many more simple, 

definite and dramatic things to be done. 
There is bound, therefore, to be some 
sense of anti-climax as time passes. The 
state of public feeling from now on will de 
pend less and less upon spectacular political 
successes and more and more upon an wii- 
derstanding of the long and intricate ad- 

justments which reconstruction requires. 
The idea which gives order and signifi- 
cance to the tasks that lie ahead is that we 
are engaged in a struggle to arrest the fali 
of prices, in other words, the deflation, ani 
to bring about a moderate rise in pric2s, 
in other words, a controlled inflation. 
Looked at in these terms, we may say that 
the policy of reopening only the sounder 


or not can be answered only if we know 
whether they are to be accompanied by gen- | 
eral policies which make for a rise or a fall 
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effectively a month ago, or, for that matter, 
at any time within the last two years. For 
the moral and political credit of the Gov- 
ernment has been at such a low point that 
no prudent man would or could trust the 
Government to pursue an inflationary pol- 
icy. As a result, the efforts of the Federal 
Reserve System were largely ineffective, 
and all proposals to have the Government 
adopt inflationary measures justifiably cre- 
ated great alarm. 

Since the inauguration of President Roose- 
velt, and most ly since tha acid 
test of the economy bill, the position is rad- 
ically changed. The Government credit 
has genuinely been restored, and the Gov- 
ernment, in concert with the Federal Re 
serve System, is not only strong enough t+ 
adopt a policy of controlled inflation, but 
ought clearly to do so. For having got coa- 
trol of its own expenditures and having 
mobilized public confidence, the possibe 
Gangers of running into an uncontrolled in- 
flation are now ever so much less serious 
than the actual miseries of uncontrolled de- 
flation.

These consisted, he said, of $710,000 
in “slow” notes and $1,448,000 in 
other doubtful items, chiefly secur- 
ities. 

The loss to depositors through 
liquidation could not be estimated, 
Stout said, although it might be 
greater than the $600,000, or 282 
per cent, loss contemplated by the 


reorganization plan. Stout said that |, 


while the plan dia not contemplate 
directly the raising of new capital 
by depositors, it was a probability 
which led the committee to decide 
that it could not recommend re- 
organization. 

The committee’s recommendation 
was signed by Stout and Dr. Otto 
F. Aufderheide, chairman. When 
the bank was closed it had $2,141, 
380 in deposits against $2,457,134 on 
Dec. 10, 1932, the date of its last 
statement. There are about 10,000 
depositors. 

The committee had estimated 
that the 28.2 per cent loss con- 
templated by the reorganization 
plan would have resulted from the 
forced sale of securities to pay the 
bank’s loan from the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation. The 
bank’s indebtedness was shown by 
recent figures of the R. F. C. as 
$674,000. 

The bank, capitalized at $200, 
000, had total resources of $3,517,- 
290, according to its December 
statement.

LEADER ATTACKS 


Ruby Hulen Says It Is Not 
Party Bill and: Sees No 
Reason for Its Passage by 
Legislature. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, March 29.— 
The Buford bill, supported by the 
public utility interests and pushed 
by job-grabbing politicians, was re- 
pudiated as a Democratic party 
measure today by Ruby M. Hulen 
of Columbia, chairman of the Dem- 
ocratic State Committee. Hulen 
said there was “every reason #hy 
the bill sho be defeated and none 
why it should be passed.” 

The bill was reported favorably 
last night by the House Commiittee 
on Consolidations, Boards, Bui eaus 
and Departments, of which E. R 
McCormick, Representative from 
Platte County, the Governor’s }.ome 
county, is chairman. 

“This bill should be defeated in 
the interest of the public and in 
the interest of the Democratic ad- 
ministration and the Democratic 
party,” Chairman MHulen said.‘ “l 
have examined it and I have failed 
to find one thing of merit in it. 

Need for Technical Skill. 

“I think it is generally recog- 
nized that, under our system of 
government, the jobs go to the 
party which receives the greater 
number of votes. As a matter of 
fact, there are very few positions 
in the State government which r2- 
quire great technical skill and .ew 
which cannot be filled by any per- 
son of intelligence. 

“But the Democratic party does 
not need jobs bad enough to wreck 
the Public Service Commission to 
get them, and, as I read it, that is 
what this bill would do. I do not 
by any means hold the opinion that 
the Public Service Commission has 
not made mistakes. I have not 
agreed with it in a number of in- 
stances, but it is one great depart- 
ment of the State government 
which never has been involved in 
any scandal. - 

“From the time of its creation 
Democratic and Republican admin- 
istrations have looked upon. it as a 
bi-partisan commission, practically 
a non-partisan commission. I be- 
lieve the Democrats could make no 
greater mistake than to change this 
policy and by passing this bill cre- 
ate a political commission. It will 
be resented by the people of the 
State and could have no other re- 
sult than one adverse to the party.” 

Report t6 House Today. 

The favorable report of the com- 
mittee goes to the House today. 
The bill already has been passed by 
the Senate. 

The “do pass” recommendation 
was adopted by the committee in a 
five-minute executive session fol- 
lowing the hearing. Representative 
McCormick said the vote was 
unanimous by the 13 of the.14 
committee members present. 

This committee was created at 
the beginning of the session for the 
special purpose of handling Gov. 
Park’s administration bills. While 
the Governor has said the Buford 
bill was not an administration mea- 
sure and that he had no interest 
in it, Speaker Meredith referred 
the bill to this committee, he said, 
because it involved consolidation of 
the State Grain and Warehouse D 
partment and the State Oil Inspe 
ticn Department with the Public 
Service Commission. The bill would 
designate the consolidated agencies 
as the Commerce Commission. 

Gov. Park said he had not read 
the Buford bill, which covers 190 
pages. He said he saw no neces- 
sity for the proposed consolidation 
of unrelated departments. 

The Governor said that if the 
purpose of the bill, as explained by 
the sponsor, Senator Carter M, Bu- 
ford of Ellington, was to give the 
Governor the power of making his 
own selections for the offices in- 
volved, there was no reason for 
passing it, as this power would be 
conferrel by a House bill now 
pending in the Senate, which would 
authorize the Governor to remove 
any appointive official and replace 
him with his own appointee. 

Senator Jerome -M. Joffee of 
Kansas City, who fought the bill in 
the Senate, was the only opponent 
who appeared before the committee. 
Joffee said there had been no de- 
mand by the people for the bill, or 
the changes it made in the public 
utility law. He declared any bene- 
fits from the bill would accrue to 
the public utilities and not to the 
people. 

The bill was brought to Jeffer- 
son City early in the present ses- 
sion by Vance Higgs of the St. 
Louis law firm of Igoe, Carroll, 
Higgs & Keefe. 

Buford’s Explanation. 

Buford told the committee the 
bill was not an administration 
measure. He said he and 11 oth- 
ers had written it. He later de 
clined to name the 11 collaborators. 
Buford said the bill, by reducing 
commission membership from five 
to three and making other changés 
in the organization, would effect 
economfes. Buford previously had 
described the bill as a “Democratic 
relief measure.” 

Referring to reports that the bill 
was being pressed at the instance 
of the Union Electric Light and 
Power Co. of St. Louis, Buford told 
the committee that Frank J. Boehm, 
vice-president of the Union Electric, 
“never has said a word to me about 
the bill.” Boehm has been here on 
legislative matters for the Union 
Electric, which has maintained a 
suite in a local hotel during the 
session.

Smith and Winslow were jointly 
accused of embezzling and convert-

The grand jury’s action came af- 
ter an investigation of the $13,200,- 
000 failure of the Standard Trust 
in December, 1931. Smith came to 
Cleveland from Moose Jaw, Sask., 
in 1924, to become a vice-president 
of the former Brotherhood of Lo- 
comotive Engineers’ Bank.

Eating to Live 
HERE is a very terse saying in 
German, which in translation 
reads, “Ont is what one eats.” 
Its good sense is apparent in En- 
glish. 
In a recent lecture on “Diet, Old 
and New,” Dr. Chalmers Watson of 
Edinburgh stated that much of the 
future progress in medicine will 
come from the improvements in nu- 
trition and from a better under- 
standing of the influence of the 
mind on disease. 
Already we have seen important 
diseases prevented and cured by 
dietetic regimes. In witness of 
this, one can mention the conquest 
of rickets, of scurvy, of beriberi 
and of pellegra. 
Illuminating work has been done 
upon the relationship of nutrition 
to anemia and the relationship of 
nutrition to diseases of. the mouth 
and the teeth. : 
Withal, there are some whose 
dietary -habits remain completely 
unaffected by all scientific ad- 
vances, who appear loath to add to 
their diet such essential 
fruits, vegetables, milk, 
ter and the like. 
There are others who become ob- 
sessed with diet and who worry 
daily about their calories, their 
vitamins and mineral salt intake. 
Good sense lies between these 
two extremes. The emphasis upon 
the need of the individual for an 
abundant supply of the _ so-called 
protective foods in his daily diet is 
not a fad but a scientific fact. 
Every individual, and particular- 
ly the young and growing child, 
should include in their daily diet 
eggs, vegetables, fruits, milk and 
other dairy products.
